HOOVER SAYS CHANCE 


FOR PEACE DESTROYED 


Claims the Administration 
Wrecked Economic Peace 


in. 1933 Parley. 


SAN FRANCISCO. (.#). Former 


President 
Hoover, discussing a 


proposed eight point program of 
'American policies for 
peace," 


charged the present United States 
government once "destroyed" an 
spportunity to promote a world 
peace based on economic pros- 
perity. 
"I 'do not need to emphasize 


:hat prosperity of nations is the 
aest sedative to hate," said Mr. 
Hoover in declaring the world has 
aeen engaged "in an open or sub- 
merged" trade war since 1932. 


His charge 'against the admin- 


istration was made in connection 
with the seventh point of his pro- 
gram, a policy of American co- 
>peration "in every sane interna- 
tional effort to advance the «co- 
nomic and social welfare 6f-'-the 


arid." 
"The unparalleled opportunity to 


lave brought some measure of 
economic peace was lost when the 
world economic conference was de- 
layed and finally destroyed by our 
government in 1933," the former 
president declared. 


Mr. Hoover, who will sail from 


New York Fob. 8 to revisit .the 
field of his war time relief activi- 
ties in Belgium, spoke before the 
San Francisco section_,of the Wom- 
en's National Republican club. The 
address was broadcast.

HOTEL TAX CASE 


Supreme Court Rules Lincoln 


Council Acted Within 


Its Right. 


The supreme court Saturday en- 


tered an order overruling the mo- 
tion of the Eppley Hotels company 
for a rehearing of the case in 
which the court found that it 
owed In excess of $40,000 taxes on 
its Lincoln holdings. The fact that 
in the motion for rehearing it was 
contended that the decision, In sev- 
eral respects, violated provisions 
of the federal constitution indi- 
cated a possible intention to take 
the case to the federal supreme 
court if that tribunal will hear it. 


The hotels company claimed that 


the statutes of the state had been 
violated by the city in the appoint- 
ment Instead of election of a city 
tax commissioner to make valua- 
tions and irt exceeding the $365,000 
tax levy that the state law fixes 
on cities of the population classi- 
fication of Lincoln. 
The court held that 
having 


adopted a home rule charter the 
city was exempted from the opera- 
tion of state law, and that in 
appointing Matthews and in fixing 
a higher levy than $365,000 a year 
It had acted with full authority of 
the home rule charter. The attor- 
neys for the hotel company argued 
that the amount of taxes a city 
levies is a matter of state concern, 
and that the state law cannot be 
superseded by home rule charters. 
They said the constitution makes 
no grant of power to cities of 
inherent power to levy taxes, and 
that if the decision stands there is 
no limit to the amount of taxes 
the city may levy since this makes 
it a free city having sovereign 
powers it may exercise without 
control, regulation or restraint by 
the state. 
By denying the rehearing- the 


court, by implication, holds these 
points not to be well taken.

REARGUMENT ORDERED 


ON RASMUSSEN CLAIM

The supreme court Saturday or- 


dered a reargument of the case 
.n which the administratrix of the 
estate of Alfred Rasmussen recov- 
ered a judgment for $3,500 from 
John Benson, from whom he had 
purchased at a public sale some 
articles which included a bag of 
soison bran from which the label 
lad been lost. Rasmussen ran a 
dairy and as a result of feeding 
the bran lost several milch cows, 
and it was claimed that this broke 
up his business and broke down 
his health because of worry. 


In the motion for rehearing at- 


:orneys for Benson claimed that 
recovery should have been limited 
:o loss of cows and damage to 
Dusiness, and that all claims in 
reference to worry, anxiety, illness 
and death be excluded. They said 
:hat no court had ever granted 
recovery in this kind of a case, 
and that save in cases of fraud 
or malice, th'e law does not permit 
recovery for mental anguish or 
mental disturbance resulting from 
the loss or destruction of property. 
They insisted that in permitting 
such recovery the court had es- 
tablished a dangerous precedent, 
and that if adhered to the opinion 
would justify verdicts for mental 
anguish suffered- by 
owners of 


automobiles whose cars had been 
ruined in crashes, whether they 
were present or not. 


It was also argued that as the 


welfare of society depends, to a 
great extent, on human activities, 
for the court to discourage activity 
by imposing liability for conduct 
without regard to fault Is bad so- 
cial policy. Worry, they said, could 
be simulated and in any event can 
be controlled.

The president 
overlooked the fact that the valua- 
tion rules had been sanctioned by 
the supreme court. 
His most significant remark re- 


lated to future. use of federal funds 
to drive private companies out of 
business.- He failed to say the gov- 
ernment would permanently stop 
the present practice. He 
merely 


said there wasn't money in the 
budget now for future -commit- 
ments of loans to municipalities 
and that, at the present time, the 
proportion of territory, population 
and power not affected by federal 
action was about 85 percent. This 
is hardly a way to assure confi- 
dence, for it is but another way of 
saying, "the government will not 
kill you -now, but will torture you 
to death."

HEALTH TALK

MANY SUFFER from headaches 


and wonder why 
Of course, there 


are a hundred causes, but frequent 
ly it comes from eyestr«m. 
When the trouble is traced to the 


eyes, the doctors call it "ocular 
headache' 
Eyestrain 
from any 


cause is capable of stirring up a 
great deal of discomfort Of course, 
headache may be the effect of many 
other disorders, but it is wise al- 
ways to look to the eyes for the 
possible source of your trouble 


If. you suffer from headache and 


also have discomfort in the eyes, it 
is surely your duty to have an eye 
test. If, on pressure or rubbing the 
eyes, they feel sensitive and at the 
same time you suffer from pain in 
the forehead above the eyes or in 
the temples, your headache is prob- 
ably due to eyestrain 


Where Pain Strikes 


The pain may not be confined to 


the temples or sides of the head, 
but may be located in the back of 
the head, or at the base of the 
skull 
Sometimes the pain extends 


down the cords of the neck 
As a 


rule, however, ocular headache is 
confined to one or both sides of the 
head. 
The most characteristic thing 


about eyestrain headache is the 
regularity of its appearance 
As 
a rule, the pain comes on the morn- 
ing after an evening of steady use 
of the eyes 
Indeed, the victim 
may awaken with a severe head 
ache 
School children, secretaries ste- 


nographers, seamstresses, 
mam 


curists barbers and others whose 
occupations require constant use of 
the eyes frequently suffer from this 
complaint Perhaps the worst thing 
about ocular headache is that it 
comes in the regular course of life 
It is not due to excesses in eating 
or late hours—causes which ac- 
count for many other cases 


Eliminate Trouble 


It is obvious that the treatment 


and cure of this disorder depends 
entirely upon getting rid of the 
underlying eye trouble 
If glasses 


are prescribed, it is essential that 
they be worn 
In addition, the 
glasses should be adjusted at peri- 
odic intervals 
But when once the 


fon<* time victim of headaches has 
learned why they come, he will 
gladly give continuous attention to 
his eyes 
In all case* of headache, every 


effort should be made to build up 
the general health of the body An 
abundance of fresh air and sun- 
light, and adequate hours of rest 
and sleep, as well as the avoidance 
of eye strain, are factors that must 
not be overlooked Avoid excessu e 
glare and faulty reading lights

is worth considering for he is a 
talented observer who has occu- 
pied a seat from which he could 
watch the experiment in progress, 
even to the extent of observing 
some of its more intimate phases. 


Mr. Dodd makes the statement, 


that if Japan 
Is 
successful In 


China, Russia will be under pres- 
sure between two great fascist, 
powers, Japan and Germany, and 
that Russia will be compelled to 
unite with the European fascists 
or face another great war. Curi- 
ously enough, while communism 
and fascism 
represent 
opposite 


ends of the political pole, they are 
not" far apart. In the cases under 
discussion, with dictator rule, the 
leading exponents of'each political 
system have much in common.

We know first of all that 
there were many ancient libraries: 
at Athens, Alexandria, Pergamum, 
Ephesus, and so on. It is said that 
29 public libraries were founded in 
Rome alone between the reigns 
of Augustus and Hadrian. This 
would indicate, Prof. Goodspeed 
argues, the existence of published 
books—not amateur 
copies pri- 


vately made but copies made pro- 
fessionally and offered for sale. 


We ha,ve hundreds of 'fragments 


of such ancient books dating be- 
tween 200 B. C. and A. D. 400. 
Most of them are fragments of 
papyrus rolls, altho leaf-books or 
codices were coming into use about 
A. D. 150. They are written in 
uncial letters, which are quite us 
different from the cursive script 
used in private documents of the 
time as modern typewriting is dif- 
ferent from modern handwriting. 
Trained scribes or copyists hired 
by an ancient publisher apparently 
sat together in a room and took 
dictation from a reader. 
Their 
manuscripts were then corrected 
for such errors of the ear as might 
creep in. 


They wore sold widely. Among 
the papri discovered near the town 
of Oxyrhynchus, fur up the Nile, 
in Egypt, are portions of the works 
of no fewer than 80 Greek writers. 
Furthermore, since the works of 
such authors as Homer and Plato 
were part of a general education 
in Graeco-Roman times, we must 
assume that they were generally 
circulated That is, Indeed, shown 
by a letter from a Oxyrhynchus 
schoolboy to his mother. He wrote 
that he was studying the Iliad. The 
boy or his teacher would hardly 
have traveled to Alexandria to 
copy out a text, Bays Prof. Good- 
speed; "of course, they simply 
bought a copy from a local book- 
seller."

The literature of the time itself 


refers to tho publishing business. 
Cicero. Pliny the Younger and 
Martial, among others, mention 
editions, book dealers and other 
related matters. Martial even ex- 
plained to a friend exactly where 
his writings could be bought, in 
these terms: "There is a shop op- 
posite Caesar's Forum with its 
doorposts from top to bottom bear- 
ing advertisements, so that you 
can in a moment read thru the list 
of poets. Look for me in that 
quarter. No need to ask Atrectus 
(that Is the name of the shop 
keeper!; out of tile first or second 
pigeonhole he will offer you Mar- 
tial, smoothed with pumice and 
sraart with purple, for five denarii." 


Tills is but part of Prof. Good- 
speed's evidence, but It Is ample 
to show why he believes that poo- 
pie at the time of Christ were 
almosf as familiar with publishers. 
booksellers and libraries as we are 
today—and, with specific reference 
to the New Testament, that not 
only the four Gospels but also 
others of the later books of the 
Bible 
were 
literally 
published 
among the faithful. How else could 
the author of I Peter address, ns 
h« does in his first verse, "the 
strangers scattered thruout pon- 
tus, Galatla, Cappadocla, Asia and 
Blthynia'" Even 2.000 years ago 
publishing was a bnslncis, a fa- 
miliar fact of the life of the time.

Back to work went the men who 


had followed John the Baptist. Did 
it seem a slump from the exciting 
times in the revival by the Jordan, 
with the crowds, the commotion 
and the everchanglng scenes of 
interest? They were wise enough, 
tho, to know that work is the 
sovereign remedy: to have work 
to do, and a will to do it, is to be 
in possession of the panacea for 
most of life's ills.

Some men have that pictorial 


and pertinent 
quality called a 


'news sense." Tho living present 
is their metier. They speak and 
write to the occasion and to the 
hour. Such a one was Jesus, the 
most vivid of teachers. 
On this 
tour of Galilee, wherein He called 
tho four first disciples, He waa 
preaching the present good news' 
of a kingdom near at hand—"tha 
time is fulfilled" — and echoing- 
John's great call to repentance. 


This fact 
is often forgotten* 
Jesus began his ministry by pro- 
claiming a better social order. H« 
was the exponent of a kingdom, 
an organization of. men and women 
with God as their king. Anybody, 
who sajsj that religion has noth- 
ing to do with conditions in the[ 
world, and with the welfare ofl 
people economically and socially.) 
has been a blind reader of thai 
Bible. Moreover, there will bo no!

great many persons have heard, 
the divine call and command, "Re-, 
pent ye!" 
Both nations and men; 


will have to mend their ways if 
we are to have the good time 
which has ever been the burden 
of prophetic messages.

further illustrated by His manner 
of summoning the four fishermen 
to join Him in His kingdom en- 
terprise.

There probably never was an old 
bore who did not have tales to tell 
of what he might have been or 
might have done had he seized his 
hour of opportunity. Forty years 
hence thousands of young men of 
today will be telling their grand- 
children that they were alive thru- 
out the world's clsls hour, but 
failed to see its possibilities for 
them. They did not have the in- 
sight and the decision to forsake 
all and follow the great call. 
Not so these four fishermen. Our 
hearts warm to them as men of 
action. 
They heard the voice of 
opportunity, the call of the New 
Leader, and they answered with 
military promptness, "Here!"

The four left their nets and their 
jobs and their old ordered life. 
They had the high spirit of ad- 
venture.

Right now, he slides easily up and 
down between the feather and the 
lightweights and would count it 
no hardship to put on an extra 
pound or two and fight 
Ross. 


Moreover, there is an astonishing 
number of good judges of ring tal- 
ent who think he could take Ross 
without building up his poundage 
at nil. 
Whether or not Armstrong can 
beat Ambers or Ross or both—and 
he -would be favored over Ambers 
and not worse than 2 to 1 against 
Ross, no matter what he weighed 
—this little Negro is a fighter who 
delights * the hearts of the

timers who thought never to see 
a great fighter again. He is easy 
to hit, but seemingly imposs'ble to 
hurt. He takes all the other fellow 
can throw at him in the first round 
or so—and by that time the other 
fellow is arm weary and beginning 
to come apart at the seams—and 
then the tireless Armstrong pro- 
ceeds to hound him around the 
rlns. blasting him with both hands 
every time he catches up with 
him.

AMBERS IB GOOD. 


If, In rating Ambers against 


Armstrong, I seem to be t'" ing 
the lightweight champion too much 
for granted, I don't mean to. Am- 
bers isn't a great fighter—but he 
Is a better one ,than many believe. 
Ho has an awkward, bouncing 
style and seldom Is planted long 
enough to hit hard—but he is a 
bvisy puncher, somewhat reminis- 
cent of Hnrry Oreb, and he can 
dn n lot of damage—us he did to 
Pedro Montanez on the carnival of 
champions card last summer. From 
the spectators' standpoint, that 
was a dull fight. But It was a 
good fight for Ambers In that he 
took on a fellow who had given 
him a rough going over In a pre- 
vious meeting and gave him nuch

Broadview to Trr to' Get 


Sufficient Proxiei for 


Legal Action. 


Dissolution of the Broadview 


Country club failed at a meeting 
at the CornhuaKer hotel Friday 
light because two-thirds of the 
members did not attend and cast 
their votes to dissolve the corpora- 
Ion. Steps are being taken to get 
efficient proxies from members 
so that a meeting can be called 
n the near future to dissolve the 
lub, which had a lease on the 
Shrine Country club grounds dur- 
ng the past year. 
The Eastside Realty 
company, 
vhlch was organized to purchase 
he Shrine country club grounds 
with an offer of $40,000, was or- 
lered dissolved by a vote of the 
S5 members present. The realty 
company was a stock corporation 
but no stock had been issued. It 
had been subscribed for, and under 
he agreement the terms of the 
subscription expired on Dec. 31 
unless the purchase of the land 
.vas made. 
The First Trust company, trus- 


:ees for the bondholders of the 
Shrine Building association, went! 
nto district court a few weeks ago 
and presented the offer made by 
.he realty company and asked for 
instructions from the court regard- 
ing acceptance of the offer. Some 
bondholders opposed the accept- 
ance of the offer on an order to 
show cause and the court held it 
was without jurisdiction" and dis- 
missed the petition. 
The First Trust company pre- 
sented its reaignation as trustee 
and the bondholders were to have 
a new trustee appointed. Bob Rus- 
sell presided at the meeting and 
presented the situation to the 
members present. He had a check 
for $8 for each member from the 
amount of money left on nand. 
These checks were to have been 
distributed but as the dissolution 
was not accomplished they were 
held. 
The realty company on account 


of no stock having been issued* 
cquld be dissolved by the five in- 
corporators. But assent of the 85 
members present was asked and 
received. A large majority of those 
present wanted to dissolve the 
Broadview club but it was legally 
impossible until two-thirds of the 
160 members assent. 
It is essential to dissolve, or 
membership fees of $55 each half 
year, or $110 a year will have to 
be paid. The first payment of $55 
will become due at once unless 
steps are completed for dissolu- 
tion. The corporation will also have 
to pay revenue on its membership 
fees. 
There was a feeling among many- 


of the members that If .the corpo- 
ration is dissolved some method 
ought to be set up to continue the 
organization, 
probably without 
membership 
fees 
and 
possibly 
without incorporation. Some of th« 
members wanted to continue for a 
week or so to see if something did 
not develop, whereby they might 
find a place to play golf as an or- 
ganized unit. Vote for adjournment 
a week was voted down and 
hen the meeting had to adjourn 
because there were not enough 
jresent to complete the business. 
The report read by Russell 
showed that $15,850 in dues had 
jeen paid in. From other sources 
116,276.99 was received, making a 
total income of $32,106.99. Ex- 
penses amounted to $30,831.18 for 
he year to March 15, 1938, leav- 
ing" a balance of $1,295.81. Russell 
said there was merchandise on 
land valued at about $664.90. Each 
member would receive $8 and if 
.he merchandise was sold probably 
about $2 or $3 more. The club has 
no debts.
